prise has been acquired -by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company~ estaplish- 
ed a still larger enterprise cast . of 
Calgary, with water-service supplicd 
from the ‘Bow river, which undertook 
to water one million out of the three 
millions of the total property. in 
land held in this area by the com- 
pany. The third enterprise was that 
of the Southern Alberta Land Com- 
pany, with headquarters at Medicine 
Hat. It likewise dfaws its euppkes 
from the Bow river. It controls .a 
total of one and three-quarter. mil- 
lion acres of irrigable land in these 
three enterprises alone, and ‘there are 
a number of small ones pesides. 

Irrigation commonly ‘means crop 
insurance, heavier crops, a greater di- 
versity of crops, particularly in for~ 
age, roots, etc., and it makes live- 
stock breeding and the establishment 
of .commercial feeding enterprises 
certain and~profitable.

Food Wasted Now M May ‘Mean Much 
Before the War. Is Over 


“France has followed the examp 
England . and “Italy in gestrictmg 
meals in restayrants.- Diners in. res- 
‘taufants ar¢é hercafter Testricted to 
hors d'ocuyres or soup;.two other 
dishes and checse or desert. In re- 

gard to the two main dishes, the bill 
ef fare, instead. of the sixty or sev~ 
enty items usually presented, is con- 
fined to’ ~a maximum of nine: The 
ne include one egg dish, three meat 
and three Vegetable. The restrictions 
have \been drawn up -in ¢ofjunction 
with the representatives of. the pro- 
vision. trades and have -been taken 
in good part. by both the ‘public and 
the restaurant: proprictors._— Public 
opinion -generally, recognizes the im- 
portance of stopping the waste in 
food. 

The decree is applicable to all ‘es- 
tablishments where meals are sold to 
the public, including clubs, hotels, 
boarding houses and canteens, 

Managements must submit ‘bills of 
fare for luncheons to the polige au- 
thorities not later thar 10 o'clack on 
the day and. for dinners not later 
than five 6’clock and must hang up 
a copy of the regulations in-a con- 
spicuous place. 

The restriction includes an- abgo- 
lute. prohibition. of puddings and -an 
order to’ economize on flour, milk, 
eggs, sugar and vegetables, Salads 
count:as courses unless “sérved on 
the same plate with meat; > Albert 
Claveille,: under secretary. for na- 
tional subsistence, said -in-regard to 
the decree:
